Under the law, the next-of-kin

Theological School 
Anniversary Noted 


The Andover Historical Society 
observed the 150th anniversary of 
the founding of the Andover- 


Newton Theological School at its| 


semi-annual meeting last night 
South Church. 

Dr. Claude M. Fuess, retired 
headmaster of Phillips Academy, 
delivered a lecture on the history 
of the school. 

Established Sept. 28, 1808, as 
Andover Theological Seminary the 
institution was intended to raise 
the educational Standards of 
ministers of the congregational 
tradition. Prior to then, any man 
might be elected minister of a 
congregation, particularly outside 
the Roman Catholic or Protestant 
Ipiscopal denominations. 

After 100 years in Andover, the 
seminary began to be concerned 
with doctrinal issues, as between 
Unitarian liberalism and _ other 
denominations of Calvinist 
background, 

Officials of the seminary ac- 
cepted a chance to sell its three

buildings to Phillips Academy. So, | 


the institution moved to Cambridge 
to become part of Harvard Divinity 
School. 

But this situation did not im- 
prove matters and the seminary, in 
effect, went into eclipse. But in 
1932, it was revived and moved 
out to become associated with the 
Newton Theological Seminary.

Taxpayers Use Poor R ‘asoning 


We thought the Taxpayers’ Association argument against 


a proposed apartment district, at town meeting last week, 
was singularly unimpressive. 

In fact, carried to its logical conclusion, it might be 
considered potentially dangerous to the community. 

The Association, you will recall, reasoned that older 
residents would feel the urge to sell their property and 
move

area, Young folks, with ‘‘tax liabilities’’, would buy their 


into the garden-type apartments planned for the 


large homes. The cost of educating the youngsters, the 
Association decided, would be just too much for the town 
to bear, in relation to the tax income from the apartment 
project. 

The argument, as presented by Henry Wolfson, could 
only be considered reasonable if one assumed that none 
of these younger couples would move to town unless the 
apartments were built. Yet it can be reasonably deduced 
from the rate of construction and the plans for hundreds 
of homes in the community that young people are coming 
anyway — either into the new homes or into the homes 
built in other years. 

To avoid having more little ‘‘tax liabilities’ in the 
community, we would have to restrict building very severe- 
ly, at the same time taking such steps as the Association 
took last week, 

It seems to us that, unless the town is willing to res- 
trict the amount of building sharply and to control the 
price and size of every house that is built, we just can’t 
avoid growth. This is a nice town and many people know 
it. And knowing it, they want to live here. 

Rather than a sound reason, the Association’s State- 
ment actually sounded more like an excuse for taking a 
position that could not itself be explained on the floor of 
town meeting, 


But if this is not so, and if the Association continues 
to hold this belief, then consider the potential harm it 
could do: 

What happens, for example, if an industry wants to come 
here? 

Would it not be reasonable to assume that the Tax- 
payers’ Association would have to object — citing the 
possibility that too many employees of the firm would 
come to town, bringing their ‘‘tax liabilities’? with them? 

What a state our town would be in, if it could not eToOWw 
sensibly because someone or some group was continually 
afraid of the future, 

Rather than being fearful, we suggest that the commu- 
nity, and those groups and individuals having leadership 
in town affairs, take ageressive steps in the direction of 
sound expansion. Let’s not, under any circumstances, 
allow ourselves to become merely a bedroom — a con- 
venient place for employees of corporations in the area to 
live, without any of the benefits of the added tax dollars 
such industries can offer, 

Let’s adopt a positive, healthy attitude towards pro- 
posals that will place more tax dollars in our coffers — 
whether they be industrial, commercial or relatively clean 
residential dollars, . 


A Tough Decision To Make 


The great quandry, in the minds of many thinking towns- 
people this week, is merit pay for teachers. 

And in our thinking, too, there is a great question — can 
a merit system work? 

There has been little doubt that payment according to 
merit would be equitable, rewarding those teachers with 
Superior ability according to that ability. This is a fine 
theory and most men and women subscribe to it. 

But School Committee Chairman Roy Russell raised 
serious doubts last week that such a System can be made 
to work, He questioned methods of evaluation that might 
be used; if politics might enter the picture; 
whether teachers evaluating one

He also questioned the possibility of fairly evaluat- 
ing teacher performance, when one teacher might be a good 
salesman for himself but actually have no more 
than another, who might not make so much of 
sion on the evaluating committee. 

And all his doubts about the System were valid, Other 
members of the School Committee just felt that they could 
be overcome, while agreeing that in most

But the biggest quandry of them all is this question: 
What will we do if the merit system is not adopted? 

No one has the answer for that. The town might have to

tions enticing for the teachers who might otherwise be on 
a merit schedule. Would this be fair to the town?

It is easily demonstrated 


that the problem is of con- 


siderable importance and that there are no pat answers, 
This is one of the most vital decisions, in its effect on 


the town and its schools, that has been taken for many 


years. There are ample reasons for approving merit pay- 


ments and there are good reasons not to. 


It would be particularly interesting to find out what you, 
the voters, think. We’ll be happy to publish signed letters 
on the subject, whether they merely discuss the issues 
involved or present the firm opinion of the writer. 

This, after all, is a decision that will be made at town 
meeting, when budgets are acted upon. So this is a fine 
time to start thinking seriously about it, so that full dis- 
cussion and better understanding of the issues will re- 
sult in a sensible vote next March.

The ballot, properly no- 
tarized, must be returned to the 


town clerk before the polls close 
election day. And the 
must be postmarked 
other community. 

Ballots for registered voters 
who are sick and unable to get 
to the polling places may be 
obtained if a doctor or nurse signs 
the request, certifying that the 
individual can not physically get 
to the polls. This ballot, properly 
notarized, may be returned to the 
town clerk by mail or messenger 
and does not need to be 
marked outside the town. 

The servicemen's ballots, for 
those not registered, must be 
notarized as are all absentee 
ballots. They, too, must be re- 
turned to the town clerk before 
the polls close Nov. 4. Ballots 
for registered servicemen are 
treated as a normal absentee bal- 
lot. 

Mr. Winslow estimated the in- 
terest as being about normal for 
a year when no presidential 
choice is involved.
